These victories placed the team at the 
head of the league standings. Immediately after the 
Christmas holidays, the Mustangs encountered Ryan 
High School, and with the pressure definitely upon 
them they dropped their first game of the season. 
Playing hot and cold ball for the rest of the season, 
the Mustangs finished the regular season with nineteen 
victories and seven losses. A truly remarkable record 
compared to the inexperienced group of players that 
greeted Coach Alsup at the beginning of the year. Not 
since 1937 has the high school produced a team with 
such a fine record. The high point of the year was 
the trip to Portland, Tennessee, where the team de- 
feated the Ninth District champions, Portland High 
School.
